The loss of Diamanti-

Porto won the Euro- 
pean Cup, having

IN little over a month, the crown jewels of world football will be on 
display In Australia for the Bicentennial World Cup, including the 
legendary Pele as FIFA’s official ambassador and possibly even 
his successor Diego Maradona might make an appearance. Aside 


from these obvious attractions, nothin 
the Brazilian side that takes part. 


Who makes the trek 
down under to represent 
two of the strongest and 
most successful nations 
on earth, Argentina and 
Brazil, will be open to 
question right until the 
Opening matches. Of 
course there are the 
name players Austra- 
lians can easily identify 
with as responsible for 
the current beat of the 
Brazilian national team 
— the majority of these 
stars, including Antonio 
Careca, Junior and Wal- 
ter Casagrande (all Ita- 
ly), Josimar and Alemao 
(Spain), Mirandinha 
(England), Branco, 
Edinho, Elzo and Julio 
Cesar have been lured 
overseas, but the talent 
that remains in the un- 
bridled state of Brazi- 
lian football: cannot be 
matched anywhere else. 

The breed of footbal- 
lers currently strutting 
their stuff at home are 
all being enviously eyed 
by the likes of the Italian 
scouts, especially so one 
of the nation’s current 
hero — Muller (taking 
the surname of West 
German great Gerd 


Muller) but known to his 
parents as Luis Antonio 
Correia da Costa. 

The 22-year-old 
sensation plays for the 
Sao Paulo club and has 
already been 
approached with offers 
from Europe. His club 
has already placed a $5 
million tag around his 
neck, when compared to 
the money spent to 
claim Maradona and 
Ruud Gullit, might be 
considered somewhat of 
a bargain. 

The young striker has 
shown all the promise in 
the world (was a most 
influential member of 
the Brazilian side that 
won the 1985 World 
Youth Cup in the USSR) 
but hasn’t not scaled the 
heights as quickly as was 
expected. Some claim it 
on his youth, but the 


press in Brazil point out 
that he does have a 
family; wife Jussara 
Mendes and a little boy; 
claim maturity must 
come with fatherhood! 
He has helped Sao 
Paulo to two state wins 
(1985 and 1987) along 
with one national title. 


Exceptional 


Muller is exceptional- 
ly quick. He displayed 
his unrivalled speed dur- 
ing-the 1986 Mexico 
World Cup quarter-final 
against France. A quick 
interchange of passes 
with the evergreen 
Junior led to a rasping, 
expert finish from Care- 
ca. A delight to watch 
with the ball at his feet 
and a constant danger 
when dribbling around 
the vicinity of the area 
yet possesses an erratic 
finish — too often the 
ball sailing well wide of 
the mark. 

Yet for all those ta- 
lents and small defects 
in his game, the oft-bril- 
liant Muller must still 
play second fiddle to the 
multi-talented Renato

Portaluppi, rated the 
number one Brazilian in 
the world, better than 
Careca even. 

The brilliant left-win- 
ger plays for Flamengo. 
Renato will turn 26 this 
year and is considered in 
his prime. He is the cur- 
rent holder of the co- 
veted “Golden Ball”, 
an annual award from 
the ‘Placar’ magazine. 


Uncanny 


Renato has been de- 
scribed as a “complete 
footballer”, possessing 
Tare speed with an un- 
canny knack for goals 
and one of his special 
talents is the deep cross.

the by-line.. However 
like most flamboyant 
entertainers he does 
have a characteristic 
flaw — temperament. 
All too often Renato 
finds himself in ‘hot 
water’ on the field.

Although recently he 
has attempted to tone 
down his act both on 
and off the field the bril- 
liant attacker does get 
caught up in the physical 
side of the game, espe- 
cially so when baited. 

Renato stands as one 
of the more successful 
Brazilians of modern 
times, winning the Copa 
Libertadores and World 
Club Championship 
with his previous club 
Gremio di Porto Alegre 
as a mere 21-year-old in 
1983, apart from two 
Brazilian titles. He 
moved to Flamengo last 
season and immediately 
helped the club to natio- 
nal success. He, Careca 
and Muller are claimed 
to be all very similar in 
attacking styles — im- 
agine this trio lining up 
against the Socceroos on 
July 7 at Olympic Park 
— what a match and 
what a job for Charlie 
Yankos and his defen- 
sive partners! 

The man who stepped 
into Zico’s the famous 
number ten shirt at 
Flamengo is Bebeto 
(Jose Roberto Gama de 
Oliveira). 

Possesses superb con- 
trol of the football and 
an extremely versatile 
right-sided player. Be- 
beto is however trou- 
bled when confronted 
with a physical and 
athletic opponent, much 
like any talented ball- 
player. 

‘Brazilian Platini’ 


Character-wise he is a 
complete contrast of Re- 
nato, tranquil, happily 
married and certainly 
not a ‘hot-head’. 

Bebeto proved him- 
self one of the stars dur- 


ing Brazil’s triumph in 
the 1985 World Youth 
Cup. Along with Re- 
nato, helps make 
Flamengo one of the 
most feared and revered 
clubs in the world. 

The man described as 
the ‘Brazilian Platini’ is 
Pita (Edivaldo de 
Oliveira Chaves). De- 
spite his age (he turns 
thirty on the 27th of 
August) the Sao Paulo 
left midfielder is re- 
nowned throughout 
South America for his 
silky skills. 

Why the comparison 
to the brilliant French- 
man? Pita possesses all 
the characteristics and 
crafts anyone could wish 
for. Is quite capable of 
adapting to any style of 
play, should a slow de- 
liberate build-up be 
necessary the Brazilian 
will conform. Add to 
this a superb long pas- 
sing game coupled with 
the priceless ability of 
marking (shadowing) his 
man at speed and it goes 
to show this type of 
player is quite a rarity. 

One notable differ- 
ence from Platini is in 
his ‘natural’ foot — 
Pita’s being the left as 
distinct to the French 
master’s golden right. 


Curiously though, 
Pita has never really 
been given an extended 
Opportunity in the 
Brazilian national team, 
primarily because he 
came of age during 
Zico’s period of promin- 
ence in the number ten 
shirt. 


During last season he 
led the Brazilian Olym- 
pic side to success in the 
Panamerican games in 
Indianapolis and may in 
fact be one of a fair few 
of the Seoul-bound 
Brazilians given an 
opportunity to ‘warm- 
up’ for the Olympics 
with a spot in the Gold 
Cup squad. 


Romario is a 22-year- 
old centre-forward with 
Vasco da Gama. Twice 
he has been crowned 
top-scorer in his state 
competition with 20 
goals in 1986 and 16 the 
last year. 

He has proved a

ON Friday, 18 Australian players and six offi- 
cials leave for China to compete in the first 
FIFA sponsored international women’s Soc- 


cer tournament. 


The competition is an official curtain-raiser to 
the inaugural World Cup for women which FIFA 


has promised for 1990. 


Australia’s entry into the competition has not 
been without controversy and some opposition 
— not least from New Zealand which believes 
that on its recent record it has a better case to be 


Oceania’s representative. 


But there is no denying Australia’s long-term 
commitment to international competition and it 
was this, coupled with the fact that the China 
team is likely to be considerably stronger than 
recent touring sides, that swayed FIFA. 

Australia will play in a group with Norway, 
Thailand and Brazil, Another group will consist of 
China, the Netherlands, Canada and the Ivory 
Coast, and a third of Japan, Sweden, the US and 


Czechoslovakia.

In the past an in- 
ternational tour has 
meant expenditure, on 
average, of $1000 for 
each player — and that is 
without pocket money, 
loss of wages, and occa- 
sionally, loss of jobs. 

For rugby league and 
other high profile men’s 
sports, employers are 
proud to have an Austra- 
lian representative on the 
payroll and willingly grant 
leave, often to full pay. 
Not so for women who 
dare to aspire to the 
same level.

IF the pilot World Cup does lead to the real thing — and FIFA has 
earmarked 1990 in an Asian country as the most likely time and 
place — then no country will have done more than Australia to 
help bring it about. 


But no-one connected with the sport in this country will be holding their 
breath. People with long memories will remember it was in 1975 that the 
international federation first committed itself to a World Cup for women and 
Proposed that it take place in July, 1976 in Hong Kong. They’re still waiting. 

Entry into an international competition of this scope and prestige has long 
been viewed by ASWA officials, including current president Elaine Watson and 
executive director Heather Reid, as the only way of lifting the women’s game to 
prominence in Australia. 

In pursuit of this Australia has done more than its fair share of travelling to 
international competitions over the last decade, including the Chinese-Taipei 
sponsored China Cup — the nearest thing that has come to a World Cup 
tournament in this half of the globe. 

It was back in 1978 that Australia first travelled to Taipei, beating Austria 1-0, 
Thailand 5-0, drawing with the US 1-1 and Denmark 0-0 and losing just once, 1- 
0 to Sweden. 

The tournament was some consolation for the FIFA let down two years 
previously. “There was a great deal of excitement when the announcement of a 
1976 World Cup was first made,” Reid side. 

“We got as far as nominating the then Queensland coach, and Eric Worthing- 
ton, as selectors. The 1976 national championships were to be brought forward 
and the players for the trip selected from it. 

“Obviously nothing came of it. And we have had promises but little else from 
FIFA ever since. 

“However, we realised that it is no use just knocking. It was up to us to get a 
track record behind us so that FIFA would have to realise that women were 
serious about Soccer and that we were here to stay. 

“I think they realise that now — and that ius why we are have got the pilot 
competition.”

ANY doubts that participating nations 
were not going to take the Bicentennial 
Gold Cup seriously were dispelled during 
the week when Asian champions Saudi 
Arabia announced they would arrive in 
Australia a month before the tournament 


kicks off. 


Saudi Arabia meet 
Argentina in the opening 


THE European Foot- 
ball Union has failed 
to support British 
Sports Minister Col- 
in Moynihan’s re- 
quest for a ban on 
match day ticket 
sales at next 
month’s European 
championship, 
UEFA general 
secretary Mr Hans 
Bangerter said. 

“We have a policy to 
sell all available tick- 
ets,” Mr Bangerter said. 
“Eighty five per cent 
have already been sold 
and the rest are going 
fast.” 

Mr Moynihan said on 
Saturday that West Ger- 
man Soccer authorities 
had rejected his request. 

He said this meant 
potential hooligans 
could avoid buying tick- 
ets from the English 
Football Association 
and travel straight to 
West Germany. 

“That undermines the 
FA’s determination to 
monitor all fans travell- 
ing to the champion- 
ships,’”’ Mr Moynihan 
said. 

Mr Bangerter said he 
could understand Mr 
Moynihan’s fears but 
added: “It is very likely 
that there will be no 
tickets available on 
match days.” 

UEFA will decide 
during the champion- 
ship whether or not to 
lift an indefinite ban on 
English clubs competing 
in Europe. 

The ban was imposed 
three years ago after 39 
people died in rioting at 
the 1985 European Cup 
final between Liverpool 
and Italy’s Juventus at 
the Heysel Stadium in 
Brussels. 

The FA has said it 
would withdraw its re- 
commendation that the 
ban be lifted if there was 
major trouble involving 
English fans during the 
tournament. 

Mr Wolfgang Niers- 
bach, spokesman for the 
organising committee, 
said tickets were still 
available for only four of 
the 15 ties, including the 
England-Irish match in 
Stuttgart on June 12.

The latest took place after the Cringila-Shellhar- 
bour match when a spectator tried to spit at a 
referee but only succeeded in targetting on a Shel- 
lharbour strapper. 

A major brawl almost erupted in front of the 
dressing rooms and the ISA has opened yet another 
inquiry into the incident. 

Also this season, South Coast Croatia spectators 
resorted to spitting at Figtree striker John Clare 
after he was sent from the field in the game at 
McLennan Park. 

After that, a Warilla Wanderers official was cited 
by referee Eddie Uitterlinden after the Warrilla-

Much of the trouble has stemmed from a shortage 
of referees, only 32 referees having registered this 
season with 56 games played each weekend in the 
three divisions.

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NORTHERN Ireland failed to capitalize on a first-half goal rush and 
wound up with a modest 3-0 victory over Malta in a World Cup 
European group six qualifying match in Belfast on Saturday. 


Having reach the final 
stages of the last two 
World Cups in Spain 
and Mexico, Northern 
Ireland had hoped for a 
bigger victory over the 
Maltese, but had to be 
content with first half 
strikes by Jimmy Quinn, 
Stephen Penney and 
Colin Clarke. 

After only one victory 
in 13 previous games, 
Northern Ireland looked 
jittery at the start, but 
snatched the lead after

Beardsley on target 


AN early strike by Peter Beardsley gave 
England a 1-0 victory over Scotland on 
Saturday in a Soccer game that revealed 
both promise and problems for manager 
Bobby Robson before this summer's Euro- 
pean Championships. 

The oldest international match-up, first staged in 
1872, saw Scottish goalkeeper Jim Leighton stand 
between England and a more emphatic victory. It 
also showed alarming weaknesses in the English 
defence, especially near the end. 

The match also was part of a three-team tourna- 
ment for the Rous Cup, named after Sir Stanley 
Rous, the former president of FIFA, Soccer’s world 
governing body. 

Colombia, which tied 0-0 with Scotland last week 
and meets England at Wembley on Tuesday, is the 
third team involved. 

In a frantic opening spell, French referee Joel 
Quiniou showed the yellow card to England defen- 
der Dave Watson for a tackle from behind on 
French-based Maurice Johnston. 

But England settled quickly and Beardsley con- 
jured up a brilliant goal in the tenth minute. 

The little Liverpool striker skipped over a pass 
from the right, to let the ball go through to his club 
team-mate John Barnes. With Beardsley continuing 
his run, Barnes fed the ball in behind the Scottish 
defence and the striker jinked past one defender 
before drilling the ball home from eight meters. 

The goal was a confidence booster for England, 
which began to play some inventive Soccer with Neil 
Webb and captain Bryan Robson prompting well 
from midfield. 

Three times in two minutes Scottish goalkeeper 
Jim Leighton, a recent transfer from Aberdeen to 
Manchester United, pulled off stunning saves to foil 
Gary Lineker, Beardsley and Webb with England 
firmly in command. 

Little was seen of the Scottish strike force in the 
first half, although midfielder Paul McStay sent a 
long range shot two metres wide of the post. 

But after Leighton had made another save to keep 
out Kenny Sansom’s 20-metre lob, the Scots began 
to apply more pressure and the English defence 
began to creak. 

Tony Adams was guilty of repeatedly giving the 
ball away and Scottish substitute Kevin Gallacher 
had a short range shot blocked by goalkeeper Peter 
Shilton’s legs with the English defenders in a tangle. 

Cheered on by some 30,000 Scots in the 70,408 
crowd, the visitors had the home side scrambling to 
preserve its lead in the final moments.

The critisisms, be it 
from coaches, players or 
fans, usually come in 
much the same shape, 
form and style. 

“You're ready for the 
nut house,’ is fairly 
common. 

And again, “Were you 
at the same game?” 

I rather suspect 
(hope?) that most of my 
collegues experience 
much the same sort of 
reaction to their work on 
the odd occasion. 

It hurts a little, but it’s 
a fair cop really. 

I often wonder myself 
whether a scribe who 
might have sat next to me 
during a match actually 
watched the same game 
when I read his match- 
report some days later. 

The point is that the 
perception of a 90 minute 
team game involving 
some 22 players and other 
sundry contributors can 
differ quite dramatically, 
depending on one’s in- 
volyement in proceed- 
ings. 

Like a referee, a spor- 
ting scribe is always, at 
best, only going to win 
the applause of half the 
crowd. 

Quite recently I was at 
a game where a hotly dis- 
puted (aren't they all!) 
penalty was awarded and 
the resultant goal sealed 
the game. 

Thus we had the situa- 
tion where in one dressing 
room, amidst much 
swearing and slamming of 
doors, we had the hardly 
done-bys who will plead 
until blue in the face that 
the decision was a dis- 
grace. 

Ten yards away the 
grinning coach of ‘de- 
served winners’ tells the 
press: “If you didn’t think 
that was a penalty you 
don’t know anything ab- 
out Soccer.” 

In defence of myself 

and my colleagues, I be- 
lieve we damn well do 
know plenty about the 
game. 
I cannot vehemently 
believe, as that coach did, 
that his side deserved that 
Particular penalty. 

He believes because 
he’s paid to believe.

game but it’s also about 
egos and self-deception. 

By that I mean play- 
ers and coaches will, 
without thinking, bend 
their perception of a 
game to suit their egos 
and those of their 
players. 

You’d be surprised at 
how ~many “great moves 
and brilliantly taken 
goals’’ to a winning 
coach are transformed 
into “‘soft goals that 
were given away” or 
“lucky goals’”’ by a 
beaten and thoroughly 
discouraged defeated 
coach. 

Yet they too were at 
the very same game. 

Players, like coaches, 
have an intimate know- 
ledge of the game but 
far too oten their know- 
ledge is insular and per- 
tains only to a given part 
of a particular game. 

A player will rarely 
openly blame himself 
for a mistake, often pre- 
fering to ask ‘‘why 
wasn’t I given cover’’ or 
“T just haven’t had the 
service”. 

They believe it, that’s 
the way they see the 
game and if the journos 
don’t reflect it in their 
work they’re branded 
“ignorant”. 

Having said that play- 
ers often apportion 
blame because they see 
things, and are often in- 
structed to do things, 
we, the press, know no- 
thing about. 


Some journalists, 
admittedly, are opinion- 
ated and feign a thor- 
ough knowledge of the 
game and leave them- 
selves open to critisism. 

But most of us leave 
the technical stuff — 
and I concede I am not 
an expert at that level — 
to the players and 
coaches who know their 
stuff. 

Most successful spor- 
ting journalists don’t 
pretend to know more 


than the combatants in 
volved. 

If I could play well o 
coach I’d be doing it. 
can’t, so I write about it. 


But what the Socce 
scribes can do that th 
players and coache 
often can’t — and ther 
are some who do it ver 
well — is capture a 
overall view of a gam 
and put it into words. 


Succinct and inform:

And it isn’t easy.

CLEAN UP 
NEEDED 


HOW often have we seen 
so-called fantastic saves 


by goalkeepers from 
penalties? But so often 
these same keepers 
moved before the kick 
was taken. 

Surely it's basic for re- 
ferees to watch the keep- 
er’s feet whilst standing 
close enough to the ball 
to hear it struck. So many 
referees at all levels up to 
international standard 
clearly watch the penalty 
taken and don't see the 
keeper moving early. 

Soccer is a low scoring 
game compared to other 
codes. Consequertly a 
penalty is a relatively im- 
portant event and results 
often depend on their 
outcome. Given that the 
penalty shoot-out is here 
to stay, surely this needs 
tightening up. 

Another observation, 
the “professional” foul 
committed by defenders 
in their own’ half patently 
neds more discourage- 
ment than it currently 
gets. What consitutes a 
foul of this nature is open 
to interpretation of couse, 
but obvious ones should 
be automatic booking off- 


ences. 

To help deter would be 
offenders, how about rul- 
ing that once any foul has 
been commited by a 
player in his own half, the 
defensive team retreat 15 
yards from the free kick. 

Even commentators on 
TV come out with ludic- 
rous statements like 
“player X had no choice 
but to bring down player 
Y.” What rubbish! Player 
X could have let him go. 
There really is not 
enough discouragement 
of destructive play. 

It's often been put for- 
ward that Soccer adopt 
the ruling that players 
who willfully remain within 
a 10 yard radius of a free 
kick by the opposition be 
penalised by having the 
kick removed 10 yards 
nearer to their own goal 
line. 

How often do we watch 
the spectacle of a felled 
player struggling to his 


feet to take a quick free 


kick only to find an oppo- 
nent standing right in 
front of him.

Eligibility 

The Assistance 
Scheme will be available 
to persons aged 18 years 
and under who reside 
permanently in NSW 
and who will not have 
their 19th birthday in 
the period for which 
they are seeking Assist- 
ance. 

Applicants must live 
beyond a radius of 100 
km from the GPO 
Sydney. 

In the case of appli- 
cants desiring to travel 
to centres other than the 
City of Sydney, e.g. 
Newcastle, Wollongong, 
etc., for specific 
coaching, training or 
competition, those per- 
sons must be domiciled 
outside the 100 km 
tadius of the GPO Syd- 
ney, but, as well, must 
travel no less than 100 
km in any one direction 
to the proposed venue 
to quality for assistance. 

Where overnight 
accommodation is in- 
volved the responsibility 
rests with the parent/ 
guardian to ensure that 
adequate supervision is 
provided for the reci- 
pient.

applicable).

yr Millwall, the only one of London’s thirteen Eng- 
lish League clubs not to have appeared in the First 
Division, will play in the top grade next season as 
Second Division Champions. 

+ UEFA’s decision to permit clubs to field no more 
than four players who are not to represent 
their club’s country of origin at international level in 
the European Champions’ Cup, European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup and UEFA Cup is likely to have most effect 
upon English (when they return to European com- 
petition) and Portuguese clubs. Many major English 
teams include a large proportion of Scots, Welsh and 
Irish in their ranks, whilst Portuguese clubs take full 
advantage of the fact that no rstrictions currently 
exist upon players from the nation’s former colonies 
(including Brazil). 

The rule will take effect in 1991. 
+x Johan Cruyff has been confirmed as CF Barcelo- 
na’s coach for the 1988-89 season. His twelve month 
contract is reputed to be worth approximately one 
million dollars to him. 
+x Werder Bremen clinched its second West German 
Championship (the first came in 1965) when Ein- 
tracht Frankfurt was defeated 1-0.

field Town, after failing to prevent its relegation into 
English League Division Three. 

Eion Hand, who has previously coached both the 
Eire and Saudi Arabia national teams, will act as 
caretaker manager until a permanent successor can 
be found. :

Will the future game 
be as deserving the de- 
scription used by Bobby 
Charlton when he 
lyrically likened great 
Soccer to “ballet and 
poetry”. 

Tactics that employ 
vicious, sly and pre- 
meditated violence to 
weaken the opposition, 
through injury and in- 
timidation, have no 
place in a Pele or Charl- 
ton vocabulary. 

The Laws of the 
Game, although 
discretionary are clear 
and ultimate re- 
sponsibility for their in- 


would also be dealt some 
blows by the most hot 
blooded. 


The best example I can 
perhaps give by way of 
showing the great differ- 
ence there exists between 
Soccer conditions in Aus- 
tralia and in Europe, is to 
describe what is happening 
in Malta, an island of just 
310,000 people. 


As recently as four and a 
half years ago (December 
1983), Malta was trounced 
by Spain 12-1. The Mal- 
tese, a humble race, never 
presumed that they rate a 
mention in world class foot- 
ball. But even to these peo- 
ple, such a result was hard 
to swallow. Obviously 
something had to be done 
in order that their beloved 
game is not so humiliated in 
future. 


And something was 
done. Business people put 
their heads together, and 
each member of the Natio- 
nal squad was ‘sponsored’ 
by a business company and 
so these players are now 
quasi-professional. 

At the same time, the 
Association engaged a pro- 
fessional coach from West 
Germany, Horst Heese, 
who replaced another pro- 
fessional, the Bulgarian 
Dobrev. 

These two things 
together helped changing 
such disastrous results as 
the 12-1 loss to Spain into 
something much more re- 


terpretation rests with 
governing bodies. 

Why then are they not 
acting to clear up the 
confusion that so many 
referees labour under, 
when the latter fail to 
recognise the difference 
between tackles that are 
merely thinly disguised 
acts of violence, which if 
perpetrated on the 
streets would ensure im- 
mediate arrest, and 
strong determined chal- 
lenges within the spirit 
of the game. 

Could it be that re- 
ferees ‘foul tolerance 
thresh-hold’ has ex- 


spectable — 3-2 loss to 
West Germany, a 0-0 draw 
with Czechoslovakia, a 2-0 
loss to Italy, a 2-2 draw 
‘away’ draw with Portugal, 
a 1-1 draw with Switzerland 
and the most recent, (a 
match I watched and en- 
joyed) a 1-1 draw with Scot- 
land. Not bad for such a 
small country! 

But my point is not to 
bring these results to the 
notice of the ASW readers, 
who wouldn't care anyway. 
My point is: Can one im- 
agine the business com- 
munity coming to the aid of 
the Socceroos? 

Soccer in Australia has 
no help from any quarter. 
The game is kept going 
mostly by ethnics, and a 
few: dedicated ‘old’ Austra- 
lians. Even-so,-ethnics have 
nothing tobe proud of, in 
my opinion, in supporting 
teams from overseas when 
these teams play Australia. 
If they want to, take a flag 
with them to the stadium, 
why can’t they take a Soc- 
ceroos flag? 

To come back to those 
certain officials T men- 
tioned at the beginning of 
this article, can assure 
these people that if they 
lived in any European 
country, they would be 
banned from holding any 
official position in any 
grade of Soccer, and they 
would perhaps even be 
banned from entering the 
grounds. 

With people like them as 
Soccer ‘friends’ who needs

____ Glory achieved but potential unfulfilled

HAVING won 52 England senior international caps and being 
twice the subject of two million dollar transfers, Trevor Francis 
can certainly look back upon a successful career; yet the Wollon- 
gong City guest hasn’t quite achieved all that appeared destined 
for him when first hitting the headlines of Fleet Street’s sports 
Pages over 17 years ago. 


Francis was truly a 
teenage prodigy. He 
made his debut for Bir- 
mingham City in the 
English League Division 
Two when just sixteen 
and, in only his dozenth 
game, scored four goals 
against Bolton Wander- 
ers. Never before had 
anyone so young notch- 
ed that many in a 
League game. 

After grabbing 12 
goals in six outings, 
Francis found himself 
greeted by chants of 
“superboy’’ from the 
terraces wherever he 
stepped onto the pitch. 

Some brilliant dis- 
plays whilst spearhead- 
ing England’s triumph at 
the 1971 European 
Youth Championship 
confirmed his potential. 
Arsenal, Everton and 
Manchester City were 
all reported to be willing 
to part with vast sums of 
money to obtain his ser- 
vices. 

With the invaluable 
benefit of hindsight, 
Francis’ subsequent 
“failure” to become a 
genuine international 
Megastar can be 
blamed, to a large ex- 
tent, upon him staying 
with Birmingham City 
too long. 

After helping the 
Blues win promotion to 
Division One in 1972, 
the young striker then 
found himself being 
asked, almost single- 
handed, to keep the club 
in the top flight — an 
awesome task for one of 
such tender years. 

Francis’ goals did 
keep the Midlands club 


afloat for six seasons, 
but as its only match 
winner he took some 
horrendous punishment 
from opposing defen- 
ders and the injuries, 
which can also be 
blamed for seriously 
hindering his progress, 
became more 
numerous. 

The former Plymouth 
Argle semi-professio- 
nal’s son first received a 
call up for England 
senior team duty in 
1974, at the age of 20, to 
face Czechoslovakia in a 
vital European Champ- 
ionship qualifying round 
match. However, just 
four days before his in- 
tended international 
baptism, he suffered 
severe torn knee liga- 
ments that were to side- 
line him for five months. 

Two further years 
elapsed before the long- 
anticipated introduction 
to the international 
arena actually arrived. 
Perhaps affected by the 
unwarranted expecta- 
tions of him, he had a 
wretched game; as did 
all his teammates, and a 
Johan Cruyff inspired 
Holland won 2-0. 

Missing out 

For the next five 
years, England appear- 
ances were to be spor- 
adic and performances 
in his country’s colors 
inconsistent. 

At club level though, 
Francis continued to 
stand out like a beacon 
against the dull 
mediocrity of struggling 
City. Liverpool and 
Bayern Munich both 


contemplated swooping 
with a big money trans- 
fer offer before thinking 
better of it. 

Birmingham had re- 
peatedly refused to 
place him on the avail- 
able list, but in January, 
1979, reluctantly gave 
way to Francis’ persist- 
ence and put a 
$2,000,000 price tag on 
him. 

Almost immediately, 
Nottingham Forest be- 
gan negotiating and, de- 
spite manager Brian 
Clough’s misgivings ab- 
out him fulfilling a six 
month long contractural 
obligation with Detroit 
Express in the United 
States, the British re- 
cord transfer was con- 
cluded. 

The million pounds 
sterling was repaid with 
four months when a su- 
perbly executed diving 
header produced the 
European Champions’ 
Cup final’s only goal and 
put paid to a tenacious 
Malmo. 


Just as Francis 
appeared on the verge 
of fulfilling his vast 
potential, serious injury 
struck again. This time 
is was a torn Achilles 
heel, that required 
eleven months to cure 
and ruled him out of 
both the European 
Champions’ Cup final 
and the concluding stage 
of the European 
Championship. 

Remarkably, in the 
middle of the lengthy 
lay-off, CF Barcelona 
offered Forest 
$3,000,000 in an effort 


Wembley Glory — and Goals! 


WE did not get a generous ration of goals in the 107th FA Cup final, with 
lesser light Wimbledon upsetting mighty Liverpool 1-0. 

Yet considering the intense competitiveness of these occasions, the 
general trend oddly enough has contradicted the overall decline in scor- 


ing power. 

In one lengthy period of 
15 season before and 
after the First World War, 
only 22 goals were 
scored in 18 games, in- 
cluding three replays. 
Supporters of 14 of the 
finalists did not see their 
favourites get a single 


goal. 

Although there were 19 
noughis in those 18 re- 
sults, 16 of them to 14 
successive losers. 
Eleven of the winners — 


Manchester United, Brad- 
Villa (twice), Burnley, 
Tottenham, Huddersfield, 
Sheffield United, Bolton 
and Cardiff — gained 
their prize by 1-0. 

There was a brief out- 
cry, but the vast crowds 
seemed to take it for 
granted. They went for 
the fun and thrills of a day 
out and talked about it for 
weeks. 

A breakdown of all the 


results reveals that 33 of 
the 106 finals were won 
by the only goal, 16 by 
2-1 and 19 by 2-0. This 
accounts for 67; the re- 
maining 39 ended in 13 
wins by 3-1, eight by 3-0, 
seven by 3-2, four by 4-1, 
two by 4-0 and 4-2, and 
the rest by 6-0, 6-1 and 
4-3.

were then consolidating

land’s top clubs. 

His international 
career was also on the 
way up. He played in all 
five of England’s match- 
es at the 1982 World 
Cup finals (never before 
had he appeared in the 
Anglos’ starting line up 
for more than two con- 
secutive games) and 
scored twice. 

But, soon after Fran- 
cis returned from Spain, 
another cloud appeared 
on his horizon. 


Manchester City 
plunged deep into finan- 
cial trouble and, having 
failed to pay his $4,000 
per week salary for two 
months, decided it had 
to sell its most valuable 
asset if it was to remain 
in business. 

Sampdoria of Genoa 
made the only construc-

tive bid — $1,400,000. It 
also offered personal 
terms which Francis de- 
scribed as “impossible 
to refuse’. He, there- 
fore, had no qualms ab- 
out moving to Italy. 

Sadly, further injuries 
blighted his stay on the 
peninsula. But, he did 
help Sampdoria win the 
Italian Cup in 1985 be- 
fore moving to Atalanta 
Bergamo the following 
year and spending a sea- 
son there. 

In 1987, he returned 
to Britain; having been 
recruited by Glasgow 
Rangers; now managed 
by former Sampdoria 
teammates Graeme 
Souness, for $140,000. 

Unfortunately, first 
team opportunities were 
severely limited with the 
star-studded Ibrox out-

fit, but he still looked a 
top class player whenev- 
er called upon for Scott- 
ish Premier Division 
duty and also in the En- 
glish First Division after 
a free transfer took him 
to Queen’s Park Ran- 
gers recently.

afterwards, he was, to 
the surprise of many, 
omitted from the squad 
that travelled to Mexico 
for the World Cup 
finals. 

Now 34 years of age, 
he is obviously well into

Graziani was missed by scouts

FRANCESCO Graziani, the Italian great re- 
cently saluted by Apia Leichhardt fans, was 
very nearly lost to top class football. 


Born in Subiaco, a little town south of Rome, 
Graziani played all his junior Soccer in the Italian 
capital but attracted the interest of neither AS 
Roma or the city’s other major club, Lazio. 

He was allowed to join little Tuscan outfit Arezzo 
and, playing in the comparative obscurity of Serie B, 
spent his late teenage years there. 

11 goals for 48 games hardly set the Italian League 
alight, however Torino, and Torino alone of the 
major clubs, recognised Graziani’s potential and, in 
1973, he moved to Turin. 

His progress over the next two years was 
dramatic. 

Selected for Italy’s junior selection in October, 
1973, he graduated to its B team four months later 
and, on 19 April, 1975, first donned the azure blue 
jersey of the Italian senior side — for the European 
Championship qualifying round game against Po- 
land in Rome. 

Playing for a Torino combination astutely 
coached by Gigi Radice, Graziani forged a lethal 

ship with fellow Italian international 
Paolino Pulici and their goals swept “La Granata” 
to oe historical League Championship success in 
1976. 

It was Torino’s first title since 1949 — the year its 
greatest combination was wiped out by the Superga 
air crash, and, thereforé, was celebrated throughout 
the Soccer world. 

Unfortunately, Torino failed to make the 
championship a springboard to greater things at 
home and in Europe. 

A gradual decline in league placings followed over 
the next few seasons — 2nd in 1976-77 (when Gra- 
ziani was the First Division’s top scorer with 21 
goals), 3rd in 1977-78 and 5th in 1978-79. Little 
impact was made in the European Champions’ Cup 
or UEFA Cup. 

After Radice was badly hurt in the car crash that 
killed former Italian international Paulo Barison 
early in 1979, Torino’s plunge accelerated. 

In February, 1980, with Torino down in 13th 
position, the coach was dismissed and this created a 
bitter and public row between Graziani (a Radice 
supporter) and Pulici, who had never attempted to 
disguise his loathing for the one-time AC Milan 
wing half. 

This mutual animosity showed itself on the pitch 
and it was obvious that one of them would have to 


to sweep away all Radice influences, decided that 
Graziani was the more dispensable. 

So, for a fee of $1,400,000, he moved to Fiorenti- 
na after scoring an admirable (by Italian standards) 
97 goals in 222 Serie A games. 

By now, Graziani was an established member of 
the Azzurri squad. During the 1978 World Cup 
finals in Argentina, he had come on three times; 
against Hungary, Austria and Holland, as a second 
half substitution. Two years later, at the European 
Championship finals, Enzo Bearzot required him 
for the full duration of Italy’s four games. 


It was a Graziani goal against Cameroon in Vige 
that saved Italy from a humiliating elimination in the 
first round of the 1982 Mundial and paved the way 
for an epic triumph at Madrid eighteen days later. 

Unfortunately, he played in just seven minutes of 
the final against West Germany before leaving the 
field with a shoulder injury. 


Even though the world focused upon Paolo Ros- 
si’s magnificent purple patch of goalscoring, Gra- 
ziani’s contribution to Italy’s success was substan- 
tial. He participated in each of Azzurri’s seven 
games in Spain and his hard-work and enterprise 
continually stretched opposing defences. 

Graziani’s international career ended less than a 
year later, when Italy’s 1982-84 European 
Championship aspirations were effectively termin- 
ated by a 2-0 defeat in Sweden and Bearzot realised 
that the time had come to rebuild. The forceful 
striker had made 64 appearances for his country and 
scored 23 goals. 

Yet, further challenges lay ahead. 

In 1983, AS Roma; who could have had him for 
nothing thirteen years before, made a $1,000,000 
outlay to secure Graziani’s signature on a contract of 
transfer. 

Roma had just won the Italian Championship and 
required his thrust up front to help in its quest for 
the European Champions’ Cup. __ 

Sadly for Graziani, he failed to become one of the 
select few who possess both World Cup and Cham- 
pions’ Cup winners’ medals. Despite playing on its 
own Stadio Olimpico turf, Roma was defeated by 
Liverpool in the 1984 final. 

The now veteran had a wretched game and his 
misery culminated with a spot kick blasted high over 
the bar during the penalty shoot out.

“Some of the Benfica 
stars will be Mozer,the 
splendid former 
Flamengo centre-back, 
and Elzo who starred in 
the midfield for Brazil in 
the 1986 World Cup fi- 
nals.” 

The fact that Benfica 
may be regarded as 
underdogs against the 
super-rich PSV Ein- 
dhoven, could be trans- 
lated as a big plus factor 
to the Portugese. 

Fresh indelible 
memories of Wimble- 
don’s recent upheaval at 
Wembley still ring in the 
ears of world Soccer. 
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
